well from this.quarter as of all other quarters 
as faſt as the Qrdnance could play, ſo thar they 
make great holes in the walls, they within play- 
ed vcry fiercely with their Ordnance, "The gal- 
lcry was with all haſte that could bee made al- 
moſt brought into the walles; on'every fide of 
the gallery is made a battery bf two pecces, of 
Ordnance, by the which we did keepe the Ord- 
nance of the Enemies within the Citty,that they 
can doe nothing to hinder vs: On the lame day 
at nighr our Ordnance played vpon the, Citty 
all nighr long, and there were yer ſome granads 
ſhot into the Towne. The 22 came a T rumpet- 
ter from the Enemics, into the Leager, for to 
ranſome and releaſe the Crabatrs, which ours 
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Fu: ſicge the Prince of Orenge is very care. 
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haue taken Prifoners, in the defeating of the 
Comp.of Crabatts, which we did dctcat fome 
dayes ſince; Againſt night our Cannon begun 
apaine to play vpon the walls and houſes, and 
rontinued the whole night through. They with- 
in had put vpon the wallcs an Ancient with a 
Bourgous crofſe, which we ſhot al in peeces. On 
the ſame night haue they within the Towne 
made an allarme, calling tall to,fall ro; and they 
came out in the meanc while with ſome boares, 
and tooke in*the battery , which lay betweene 
the great Sconce, & the quartcr of Pinſes, [poy- 
ling the viQulers, but found none Ordnance, 
becauſe it is everynight brought vader the great 
Sconce, and are ſo againe returned into the 
Towne.

Sg Ince yeſterday we were ſpeedily diſpatched 
for the ſetting of the bints,or beames, ſo thar 
now already arc {ct into the ditches 41. bintcs, 
whereby to day, there ſhall come ten more, and 
all is gone well forth without any hinderance. 
Laſt night hauc ours with boates brought over 
the dommell, into the ditch,aboue 60. Sconce- 
korues, for ty make a new battery, whercewith 
we ſhall hinder the Towne, and yet we brought 
great ſtore of carth and boughes, for to fill vp 
the ditches, 

For ro ſee what the Enemics did within the 
Towne his Princely Exccllencc hath given or- 
der

der to be made two ladders, with boates by the 
Vuchter gate; But when ours were for to clime 
vpon the ladders, they within did fo furiouſly 
ſhoore vpon them, that ours were forced to rc- 
tire, with the loſle of 8. men flaine,and 11.hurt, 
and brought their ladders againe in the q 

rer. Lyſt night were brought ypon the ent of 
the ditch two halfe Cortowes, which did ſtand 
afore vpon the new battery, and ours haue the 
ſame night ſent ſome granads into the Towne, 
which did worke well. The 19. was flaine (in 
the approaches of the Prince of Orexge)) the 
Licuetenant of the Collonell yere. Our troopes 
which have beene out, necre Toxeeren 10 the . 
County of Lwjike, report, that they have vnder- 
ſtood, that the Emperour would beſtege Layehe, 
whereupon thoſe of Z#icke hauc written for aii- 
ſtance vnto, their Biſhop, which hee refuſed ; 
whereupon they laboured 'to haue affiſtance 
frourorher Potentates, as of France, and of Sa-

Hc 17. we have brought over the little gal- 
1T lery into the Horneworke; and wee began 
preſemly ro mine thereunder, the 19, wee put 2 
nine on fire, which flew 1n the ayre, and did 
worke well, and there were flaine aboue 150.0f 
the Enemics ſide, whereupon we preſently £:11

en our Enemies, that were within the Towne, 


' and three ſeverall times, we were repulled, with 


great {taucs, pikes,and ſuch other things, where- 
by our fide were killed, and hurt, two Cap- 
taines, with one Lieutenant, and ſome others 2 
Meane v, hile we did play vpon the Towne, with 
$ haltke Curtowes,as taſt as the Ordnance could 
play ; which nevcrthclefle ſhowed themlclues 
vpon the wallces, Preſcntly after that,we began 
to myne again, which we pur on fire, & wrought 
well: A Fricfland Captain which had the watch 
there, fcll preſently with all his forces vpon the 
ſame, nh made them within the Towne to re- 
tire, but bc caulc hee was not preſently affiſted 


of his Licutcnant, thoſe of the Towne did make 


him retire back againe ; So that rhe ſaid Cap- 
tainc, with ſomc other ſoldicrs were {laine, and 
lzis fonne deadly hurt. | 

Yeſterday after dinner time, at three of the 
clocke, we haue put.on fire a mync, [by the 
Hornworkc, whereupon ours Ko Aft did fall 
with great torce vpon them, that they within 
nor onely did rctire, but were forced to leaue 
altogcrher the Horneworke ; wherein now ours 
did tortific themſclues, and approached to the 
Hintemer-gatc, The water mills drycd vp the 
Land round about the Towne, 

The 19.9urs haue gotten a Carre with pow- 
der, which came from Haſlelt, our of the _ 
ty of Luike, ſaying, that he would (ell it in the 
Leager amongſt the horſemen, though it is nor 
beleeved ; But it is likely, they would hauc 
brought 
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brought it into the Towne, in little ſackes, the 
powder is valaden, and'the Carre-man is kept 
{atcly, we haue ſhort this night ypon the Towne 
as fiercely, as ever we haue done hitherto,

g Ince yeſterday wee did not advance muck 
with our gallery, becauſe rhey within did 
play very faſt vpon our new gallery, and hauc 
ſpoiled two of our bintes or beames ; 'And wee 
are {till bufie to bring earth, and bavins. This: 
whole night wee did play with our Ordnance 
vpon the houſe s, and laſt night wee haug (cnt 
{»megranads into the Towne, therefore they 
within did play very faſt with their Ordnance; 
Yeſterday were taken by our men 50. hor- 
ſes, and ſome Priſoners; and brought vpto the 
Leager. The Lord of Brederode hath this 
night played very faſt both with his Cannon, 
and musketts, vpon the Towne, wee hope ina 
ſhort time to be in the walles by rhe Hintemer 
gate ; becauſe there is no ditch betweene the 
Horneworke and the gate, that can hinder vs; 
His Highneſſe Count william doth advance well 
with his approaches, and ſhot yeſterday very 
fierccly vpon the Towne.

His Exccllence commanded,that none ſhould 
bugin, bcfore the {ignall of the Iacht before 
Creveceur were done. The Princelle was her 
{elte vpon the walls cf Creveceur,and the Iachr 
playcd his Cannon, then thoſe of rhe fort Cre- 
veccur did play with 18.pecces, and then were 
play&d by thoſe of the Roudoutes along the 
_ ditch ot the Boſh, then the Lord Piwſen, then 
the great and little Sconces, and then the Ord- 
nance about the quarter of the Prince of O- 
range; Then after thoſe the quarter of Brede- 
rodc from his fort, againſt the Petreler, There 
his Highnefle Count Erweft, with his whole and 
nalte Cortowes, as allo at Ortcn, When the 
Ordnance had played on all places, began all 
the Muskettiers of the whole Leager. Thoſe of 
the quartet ot his Princely Exccllency began 
firſt, and then Eaſtward the one atter the other 
round about all the Leager as a running fire , 
The Pikemen and the {ervants of the horſemen 
did carry burdens of ſtraw vpon their Pikes and 
ſtaucs, going ſo through all parts of the Leager,

that it made 4 great light, When the ſecond 
charge of the Canon began was caſt into the 
Towne a Morter, what it did worke we did not 
heare yet. Vpon the ſame time wee ſhot vpon 
the Towne all the Ordnance, with the muskets, 
and other fhreworkes of flying dragons, and 
fire piles we did not want,fo that the whole lea- 
gcr was like a flame, The skippers in the quar- 
cr of Englen did burne pitch ronnes, and did 
hang out l«ntcrnes on their maſts, Theſe bone- 
fires were {ccne of the Prince, and of the Prin- 
ceſle, but not of Grebbendowet, becauſe hee had 
the gout, Betweene 24. and 25. thoſe of our 
{1de brought a great ſtore of Sconce korues Vp- 
onthe end of the ditch, where they are buſitcro 
make a battery : And there was beſpoken towe 
made a gallery for 28coc. gilders along- the 
ditch from the Vuchter bulworke vnto the gate, 
where thoſe of the Petteler Sconce went ir,ond 
out the Towne, were ſet Sconce korucs, and 
made Trenchcs tor to hinder them to goe out 
and in the Towne. In the night the Enemies did 
come out we thought they would haue come 
vpon the domme1I, but did nothing; onely they 
tooke two or three Priſoners of my Lord of 
Beerverworss Comp.with a voluntary, and hurt a 
meſſcenger,and flew a Wagoner,ſo they retired, 
with ſome loſle of theirs. Vpon the 25. inthe 
night there were 45. bintes of our gallery 
brought over, & ſhalbe made ſo ſtrong, that no 
firebals ſhall hinder them. Our new batteries on 


cach fide of the gallery play ſtill vpon the rown, 
B when

when they ſee advantage for the defending of 
the gallery, they are daily buſic on the dommel 
bclunde the defence or blinde ; and are yet bu- 
1cr0 rake two batteries, with two Corps de 
oardes. The Trenches, which wee make trom 
the Vuchter gate vnto the Petteler gate are 
ttaycd for a time, becauſe we have need of carth 
and bavins for the gallcrics and batteries, which 
i5to be fetchcd a great way off. Laſt night is 
brought hither great ſtore of carth and bavins 
more then we can ſpend to day ; fo that the gal- 
lery will ſpcedily bee advanced. The 26. wee 
played with our Ordnance fierccly vpon the 
Towne. Yeſtermight wee learned out of the 
quarter of Count Erweft that of the Enemies , 
maſt of them were departed from the Horne- 
worke, and arc retired 12 the halfte Moone, 
Thoſc of the quarters ot Brederode , Count 
william, and Pirſey, did their indeavours with 
ther Ordnance, 

Since the 26. at that day and la\F night is the 
Towne fticrccly battred with Ordnance, thoſe 
within an{wcred, but tow tiwacs; our gallcry 
betore the Vuchter gate doth advance well, and 
there are at this preſent brought over 51. 
bintes, Our new Bartcrics with the Corps de 
gardes ſhall be ready to day, and the gallery 
ſhall alſo dec brought over , whereto already 
were brought great ſtore of Materialls fgr to 
doe it with the firſt. Wee haue yeſterday ſence 
{ome granads into the Towne... Wee learne al- 
{0 trom the quarter of Count Ermef, that 
the 
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the Enemics yeſterday did throw with granads 
vponthe Horneworke, (which wee haue gotten 
from them) which hinder vs much, fo that the 
grcat gallery cannot ſpcede ſo well, 

Laſt night went ourrwo Companies of horſe- 
men and 200. fire lockes tor to try their fortune, 
and to {ce what the Enemies will attempt vpor 
vs, becauſe there was {peach that they would 
try their fortune againe againſt vs. The watet 
milles did not worke, becauſe the watcr did run 
very faſt of it {elte,, and thar the Maſc began rg 
grow little, 2nd doth run very faſt downe, We 
expe cvery day ſome newes , becauſe ours 
were very buſic for ro get wood, bavins, aud 
earth, fo thar it ſhall not be long cre we be Ma- 
ſters of the Towne, Notwithſtanding they put 
out vpon the walles on all fides the Bourgous 
Crofles. Now preſently we got ridings that the 
Enemies haue left the reſt of their Horneworkc 
by the Hintemer gate, and that thoſe of our fide 
keepe their lodging there,and that ours advance 
with all force their approaches by the halfe 
Moone. Now at this preſent came one that ran 
out of the Towne, which was brought to his 
Excellency, whereforerhe Commirries of the 
high and mighty States, are by his Exccllen- 
cy, for to examine him, he that was runne over 
faid that the houſe of the Governour Grobbes- 
dourk was kept with 9g. guards, becauſe the Bur- 
gcrs will ſpeake with him,and he will nor heare 
them, therefore the Burgers are in great altera- 
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tion with him, they would faine yecld the 
Towne, the Clergy ſecke all practites for to 
appcate rhe Burgers, requiring them that they 
EY SAL uid hauc PATICNCE for 1 4.daycs, if nor, 
tharthey will cmploy ſome other mcancs. A- 
mong the Common Burgers there is great Ne- 
cefliue, and rwo monthes fince they hauc not 
k:d in choir houſes neither butter nor checete,(as 
[£15 reported by the ſaid man which was runne 
out of the Towne: )turther there 15 great morta- 
lity inthe Towne, there dyed of theirs 3400 
men as well by ſhot as otherwite. The 29 did 


thoſe of our fide play very hiereely vpon the 


Towne. On the ſame day 1 brought here great 
ſtorc of cath and bavins with ſhips,therc are al- 
ready fer 5 5. bintes, wee cannot fer two bintes 
more, Laſt night did {cven men worke all nighr 
inthe gallery, Tholc horſemen and hrelockes, 


whercot I hauc ſpoken here before, hauc detea- 


red a convoy of the Encmics*, which went for 
Breds, there were {[aine about 5o men, and hauc 
brought Priſoncrs with them, 40, mcn, with a 
Ritmaſtcr, and a Licucenant, with a Cornet,and 
betwixt 70.0r 80. brauc hor{cs well furniſhed. 
On the 29.we beganto make anorher gallery 
berweene the Corps de garde, whereof already 
arc (er 6. bints, running ſtraight vpon the towne. 
On the fame day in the quarter of Count Fy- 
zeſt is brought about 220. wagons with bavins 
for the great gallery. 
On the fame day we haue throwne great ſtore 
of bavins and carth into the ditch, ſo thar _-_ 
OC 
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doe vvant but rvvo Rods, and vve thought be- 
evvcenthe 29.and 30.to hill the reſt of the ditch, 
but thoſe ot che rovvne did play ſo fiercely vp- 
on vs, that 1t vvas vnpoſſible; they throvy noyy 
every night vvith pitchd crauſſes, for to ſec 
vyhercabouts ours doe vyorke, vve hope never- 
thelefie next monday to myne againe. 

Thole of the Toyvne haue this night made a 
fire vpan the ſtceple , vvhereupon vve preſume 
that it vvill not endure long vyith them. 

The 30. is herc taken Priſoner a Boor,vvhich 
did:take money of both ſides, 

The Ritmaſter Pamwecouck vyhich vvas (laine in 
the defeating of the ſaid convoy is buried to 
day. 

a Middleborrow a man called Cock, whoſe 
Father had beene Borromr. of Fluſhing was be- 
hcaded,on the 2 3 .becauſc he had advertiſed the 
Enemies the dcfignes and enterpriſes of the 
Prince of Orenge in former times,as alſo the ſe- 
crets vvhich hee could heare cf the Eaſt and 
Weſt India Companies, that hee vvas famuliar 
vvith great perſons of State. 

The 24.vvas at Rewefeiw quartered a Tray- 
tor, vvhich thought to yeeld the Tovvne, being

THE Bisnops SERMON. 


M Y loving Friends, and true Romith Cathe- 
lickes, all yee that are here aſſembled vpon 
defire to heare me your good and true teacher, 
admittcd by our moſt holieft, werthicſt Father the 
Pape of Rome,Gods Lieutenant vpon the carth, 
by whoſe authority is given ynto me power tO cx- 
erciſe this boly,high and worthy office, becauſe I 
bave heard and vnderſtood ( þy our good and 
ſgithfull brothersthe Clergy) and Ifec alſo with 
heavie and forrowfull eycs, how that yet every 
day more and more doe increaſe your mutinies 
and alterations, and in ficad of giving one to an 
other a goed and couragious heart and minde, to 
withſtand the violence of the heretickes) you are 
in great amazement and feare,though not withaue 
great perill and danger, becauſe that ſince the be- 
ginning

ginning of this eediens (liege,there are in the rown 
already deceaſed ſo many thouſand ſoules : But 
yec (O true good Romiſh Catholickes ) ſhould 
thinke at alltimes how happy ſuch men are, which 
in this fo holy place (during this ſiege) are decea- 
ſed, yeaI know and afl'!re you that the ſame, and 
allcioſe which yet may die, after they haue beene 
a little while in Purgatory, ſhall bee releaſed, and 
bee Children of the eternall and everlaſting lite 
Iſpeake of them, which dyed with a good and 
holy conſcience in the olde Romifh Catholicke 
faith. My loving Burgers, and true men of warre, 
yee which arc yetaliue, fight now mantully tor 
the Mother of God, and the holy Church, and doe 
conftantly beleeue that by Gods grace they will 
nor ſofter the deſtruQion of their people, by the 
vnfaithfull heretickes the Gewſes : Take a new cou- 
rage,it may be iris bura ſhort time that we ſhall be 
opprefied, which you may beleeve the rather, be- 
cauſe the winter is drawtng neere, and they can 
not ftay any longer in the field, for the great 
miſery which they ſhall cadure. Let this bee the 
onely aime for your eyes, That yee (good peo- 
ple) doe know, that all the Saints in heaven, to 
wit, Mary Queene of the heavens,and alſo all the 
loving Apoftles, till doe pray for vs vnto the Fa- 
ther; yea not onely for vs which are yet living, 
but alſo for fach which ( doriag this fiege) are 
dead: what agreat comfort, what a great glorie 
isthis for you ro heare, Thar thoſe of your kin- 
dred,either Father, or Mother, Brother, or Sifter, 
Vacle,or Aunt, Cozen,or Neece, are gone fo ſuch

- aglorious and worthy voyage. Good people, if 
you did but know, in how great and vnſpeakablea 
telicity and ioy they are now in with all the Saints 
of God,l aſlure-you ye ſhou'd not teare death, but 
ſhould preſent your {clues vpon the walles, and 
runnc in deſpite againſt your Encmies, that the 
ſooner ye might come into ſuch a bleſſednefle and 
happineſle.

wee = from vvbence (hould come the povver 
vnto them; Pay bauc no Cardinals, no Prelates, 
no Biſhops, ne Prieſts, no Purgatorie, no Saints, 
no miracles : Alſo they doe denic the fiue Sacra« 
ments, the Confirmation, the Pricſtboed, the 
Marriage, the Auricular Contethon, the extreme 
vnRion : They denie alſo the adoration of the 
Saints, and will nor ſufftcr their piures in their 
Churches to be as bookes of remembrance: they 
_ docnoPilgrimages, no Invacatien of Saints, &c, 
I could rehearſe an hundredthings more that they 
yet doe denie, but thetime vvill not pecmit it, 
though I miſt tell you this, they dare ſtoutly de. 
ny, that our moſt holieft, vvorthieſt Father, the 
Pope of Rome hath not povver to forgive 
annes: vvherefore doth then the holy Apoſtle 
Mathew vvrite in his cighteenth Chapter, Verily

earult, ſhall be. bound in heauen, (and wharſo- 
cueriye! (hall looſe or earth , ſhall .be looſed in 
heauen, Theſe are the words of Chriſt , who 
dare deny them ? and becauſe it is knowne to all 
the holy Romith Catholickes, what power our 
moſt holicſt, worthiceſt Father and Pope of 
 Romehath, who is admitted ofche moſt Higheſt 

asa Lieutenant onearth ouer men,atpreſent ſit- 
ting _—_ the holy Romiſh Seare ofthe Apoſtle 
Peter, having full power,when irpleaſerh his Ho- 
lineſfe, to put in , and our of banne and paine, 
all Kings, Dukes, Pciaces , Counts, alſo all 
Spiritualland Temporallperſons : yea he hath 
power of the moſt Higheſt, ifany body doth of- 
fend and reſiſt againit our holy Mother the Ro- 
miſh Church, topurſue, proceede, and proſe- 
cute againſt the ſame withpower and forces, 
and fecke to deſtroy theſe Heretickes and Seca- 
rics : our moſt holieſt Father the Pope of Rome, 
willpreſcntly breake their attemps, intents, and 
deſines : alſo bring their Leager ronothing, and 
vs oppreſſcd Catholickes he will releaſe and de- 
liver , (chiefly this our holy Towne of S'Herto- 
genboſh , which was neuer taken nor inhabired 
by the Heretickes , albeit this rowne hath ſut- 
fered ſeucrall hard fieges , bur nener ſo faſt 
round aboutas it isnow , though it ſeemes vn- 
poſſible for vs to be relicued, and becauſe the 


Heretickes ( the Geuſes ) haue vnexpeRedly 
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taken the ſtrong rowne of Weſell , which 
Count Henry vanden Berg might and could well 
hauc helped , therefore wee feare that our moſt 
holieſt Father can but little helpe vs in this 'our 
vttermolſt need, 

O my good true Catholickes, all which are 
here aſſembled, let my words cntcr 1nto your 
eares, and remember them well in your hearts, 
b:cauſe wee are now all hopeles to be relieued 
from without, ſo will I according to my power 
comfort you , whereby yee may get againe 
a good courage, Good people, remember 
how intimes paſt the Cittie Bethulia was be. 
fieged, and almoſt famiſhed by Holefernes, fo 
that there was no hope of relicfe for them to.

weare at this preſent, Meane while : good peo» 
_ ple, pray ard faſt vnceſſantly : 'in the morning 
when you rife , yce ſhall ſay ouer thrice your 
Bcades or Rooſencrofles , and fine _1ue Ma: 
r14s , with two Pater »-ſters : at dinner yee ſhall 
read one Rooſencrofle and three Ave Mari : 
at night againe fiue Rooſencrofles, with three 
Pater noſters , and one Creas : it may be (true 
Romiſh Catholickes and denoute hearts) that 
will helpe vs , I doenot doubt of it, be ye na 
more ſo mutinous among: your ſelues ,; I pray 
you, good people, be cO—_— fora day, 
three or foure, if yeare nothelped, then, as TI 
hauec ſaid , in my Sermon, fo doe then what 

ou pleafe, andſoTrake my leaue of you, and 
bo yee mindfull ar all times of that which I have 
taught here by this my Sermon : So I com-
